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CHRISTIAN LIVING 

Read Ephesians 4:1-6 

“Walk worthily of your calling” 

Christian living obviously can be 
applied only to Christians. How can 
an unbeliever live a Christian life? 
To live a Christian life, one must have 
life in Jesus’ name. 

Scripture admonishes believers in 
Christ to live as becomes a child of 
God. It is emphasized again here, that 
in Christian eonduet, we are to keep 
the unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace. Christians may be different in 
many respects; have different opin- 
ions on many questions, belong to dif¬ 
ferent church bodies, and differ in 
regard to forms of worship. But in 
heart and mind they are all one; poor 
sinners saved by grace and unjted in 
love to Christ and to the saints. The 
Holy Spirit dwelling in their hearts is 
the bpnd of union. 

In order to keep this unity Paul 
exhorts them to walk with all lowli- 
ness and meekness. Humility is the 
root from which springs forth a life 
in unity and peace. A lowly, humble 
spirit is most fitting for poor sinners^ 
who have been saved by grace alone. 
Nothing is more important in the life 
of the Church than that humility of 
spirit and lowliness of mind which 
thinks little of self and gives prefer- 
ence to others. Nothing has done more 
harm in the church than a proud 
spirit. 

With lowliness follows meekness, 
which is not eager to have its own 
way, but is willing to step back that 
other brethern may have their way. 
Longsuffering is another, a willing- 
ness to endure patiently insults and in- 
juries forbearing one another in love. 
This is the foundation for a blessed 
life in unity and in love in the church. 

The one body, of which Christ is the 
head and each believer a member is 
the Christian Church, the communion 
of saints. The Spirit of God is the soul 
of the church body. Without the Spirit 
of God the Church is dead, as a body 
is dead when the soul has left it. 

The unity of believers rests upon a 
strong foundation: One Lord, one 
faith, one baptism. True believers are 
one in Christ, as the body is one or- 
ganism because connected with the 
head, and the tree because the 
branches are connected with the stem. 
Only those who are in Christ can true- 
ly live a Christian life. 

These are also of one faith. There 
is only one kind of saving faith, trust 
in the Lord Jesus Christ. By this faith 
all believers have been United with 
Christ. There is only one kind of 
Christian baptism, that which Christ 
instituted, the baptism into the name 
of the Father and of the Son and of 
the Holy Spirit. By this baptism we 
became children of God and members 
of His church. Through baptism God 
met us with His grace, and we re- 
ceived His grace by faith and were in 
this way united with His body. All 
Christians came through this door in¬ 
to the fellowship of Christ, into His 
Church. 

Individuals having experienced life 
in Christ in this way, may think to 
live a Christian life. G. E. M.

what these characteristics were and 
by the grace of God seek incorporate 
them in our lives so that we also may 
be more effective in the work of His 
Kingdom. 

First, we note that the early Chris¬ 
tians possessed a sense of divine com- 
pulsions—the spirit of the Master, 
who said, “I must.” They saw the 
mighty urgeney of their mission. This 
was born on the day of Pentecost 
when in desperation for their souls’ 
salvation they cried, “Brethren, 
what shall we do?” Salvation became 
a matter of life or death with them. 
This spirit remained with them as 
they became concerned about the lost 
souls around them. “Fear came upon 
every soul.” “They could not but 
^peak the things which they sa#v and 
heard.” Therefore they preached 
with all boldness. Nothing could 
thwart them—severe persecution of 
imprisonment and torture. Nothing 
could keep them from speaking the 
Words of Life. The eternal welfare 
of souls depended on it. This divine 
compulsion caused them to preach 
under all cireumstanees, both early 
and late—“at daybreak,” for the 
truth had gripped their hearts that 
there was salvation in none other than 
Jesus Christ; “that there was none 
other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby man must be 


was a working “while it was yet day” 
with these early Christians, for it was 
urgent. 

Another characteristic we note 
among these early Christians was 
their willingness to sacrifice in their 
tender concern for the welfare of oth¬ 
ers. From the beginning, “they sold 
their possessions and parted them to 
all, according as each one had need.” 
No sacrifice was too great, no price 
too high to pay, only that man might 
enjoy the fruits of the gospel. 

Then again we note their sole de- 
pendence upon the Holy Spirit. They 
claimed the promised power of the 
Holy Spirit an,d lived and worked 
thereby. Everything that they did was 
in relation to what the Holy Spirit 
could do through them. No one could 
witness apart from Him. Being “full 
oi the Spirit” was a divine require- 
ment. They prayed for the Holy Spirit 
for them that had not received Him. 
His presence was an indication of di¬ 
vine approval. When He directed 
they, with implicit faith, obeyed. All 
depended on the Holy Spirit. 

The last characteristic we are go- 
ing to note is their diligent use of the 
Word and prayer. First in relation to 
their own spiritual welfare and then 
in relation to their mission. Among 
the early Christians there was an ur¬ 
gent need of gathering together in 


Word and prayer. “They continued 
stedfastly in the apostles’ teachings 
and fellowship, in the breaking of 
bread and the prayers.” And it was 
as they were thus gathered that they 
were filled with the Holy Spirit. They 
had set hours of pray“er. The Word 
was God’s communication to them, 
spoken by the Holy Spirit. And in 
prayer they “lifted up their voices to 
God.” 

Their ministry was also one of 
Word and prayer. They gave them- 
selves to the “ministry of the Word 
and continued stedfastly in prayer.” 
Wherever they went they preached 
the Word, for it was the “Word of 
Life” which men “believed and were 
saved.” 

Many other characteristics could 
be cited but space will not permit. 
Let these characteristics be evident 
in our lives also today and it will 
make for more effective work in the 
Kingdom of God. God help us to have 
such a sense of divine compulsion; to 
have such a spirit of willing and glad 
sacrifice; to have such a sense of de- 
pendence on the Holy Spirit, as we 
faithfully seek Him in Word and 
prayer and witness for Him.

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THE WORKER’S INSTITUTE 

In the last issue of the Shepherd we 
had something to say about the Chris¬ 
tian Worker’s Institute held at Chris¬ 
topher Lake, especially the study re- 
lated to Evangelism. 

This Institute is the first of its kind 
in our district. Since it differs from 
the ordinary Bible Camp it still has 
its special appeal for attendance 
There were three classes in the fore- 
noon. The first, much like at any 
Bible Camp, was the Bible Study by 
Dr. R. Boyd. This was a study of the 
book of Jonah. Following this was a 
topic aimed at a higher age level than 
the ordinary Bible Camp. In this class 
Dr. Storaasli centred his hour on the 
topic “Sanctification in Relation to 
Evangelism.” The third class was 
Teacher’s Training under the direc- 
tiomof Miss Della Olson of the Chris¬ 
tian Education office in Minneapolis. 
The open forum periods held in the 
afternoon by various leaders became 
a clearing house for new and im- 
proved methods in general church 
work and teaching work. 

The evenings were as the usual 
camp schedule only differing in this, 
that before the evening service there 
was a well selected presentation of 
visual aids in slides, film strip and 
talkie film. Biblical truths and les-sons 
were reverently portrayed. This sug- 
gested avenues of approach in teach¬ 
ing that would make use of the “eye- 
gate” avenue that is said to result in 
a large percentage of impartation and 
retention. 

» We believe that such Institutes 
should be held each year—perhaps 
one in Saskatchewan and one in Al¬ 
berta. It draws together workers who 
are already serving as Sunday School 
teachers, Luther League and L.D.R. 
workers and leaders, and helps them 
to render more efficient service. The 
ones who attended this first Institute, 
we are sure, are unanimous in this, 
that the week at Christopher was 
profitable.

S.L.B.I. CHRISTIAN WORKERS 
INSTITUTE 

On the Lutheran Bible Camp 
grounds at Christopher Lake, S.L.B.I. 
held its first Bible Camp known as the 
Christian Workers’ Institute, on Aug. 
10-17. This camp was intended for the 
adult Christian workers in our con¬ 
gregations and we were happy to 
have an enrolment of 65 adults for 
most of the week with additional vis- 
itors over the weekend. A number of 
children accompanied their parents. 

This week surely was a time when 
we came apart to sit at the feet of 
Jesus and learn of Him. To those in 
attendance the book of Jonah took on 
new meaning as Dr. R. H. Boyd of St. 
Paul, directed us into the truths of 
God’s Word. Dr. Boyd pointed out 
that this book is indeed a book of 
“Power For This Hour.” In it we see 
God’s power over nature, the power 
of prayer and the power of God’s 
Word. As Christian Workers we are 
to lay hold on this power. 

The second class of-the morning 
was a study on “Sanctification in Re¬ 
lation to Evangelism,” presented in a 
keen and challenging way by Dr. O. 
K. Storassli. His thesis was that the 
evangelization of the . world is held 
back by the human factor of unsanc- 
tified lives. 

Our practical period was led by 
Miss Della Olson, editor of the revised 
“Sunday School at Home” courses. 
Miss Olson in a very capable way in- 
structed us in better ways of teaching 
in the Sunday School room. Sbe em- 
phasized the need of having objec- 
tives and aims in order that we might 
focus the child’s attention on Christ. 
The discussions during this period and 
also during the afternoon conference 
periods, brought out many helpful 
and challenging truths to Sunday 
School teachers. 

Classes for the children were con¬ 
ducted by Doris Nelson and Clara 
Haugen. Pastor M. S. Johnson was in 
charge of the “Praise and Prayer” 
period each morning. He was assisted 
by Pastors Severtson, Knudson and 
Dahle. 

The audio-visual presehtation each 
evening was of keen interest to all. 
Mr. G. Loken, assisted by Richard 
Hettrick, presented many fine films 
such as three from the “Life of Paul” 
series, some beautiful Hymnologues, 
“The First Easter” and others. Mr. 
Loken also gave instruction on the 
use and the value of visual aids in the 
local congregations. 

Each day was brought to a close 
with the vesper service conducted by 
Pastor A. M. Vinge. His gripping mes- 
sages challenged all Christian Work¬ 
ers with the costliness of the Christian 
life; we have a costly Gospel; a costly 
home is prepared for us in Heaven; 
to look at the world is a costly vision 
—a vision which calls Christian 
Workers to action. 

The healing, cleansing, compelling 
and sustaining touch of the Master 
was felt at this Workers’ Institute. 
The searching Word of God, as 
brought by the various teachers and 
speakers, led campers to confession of 
sin for carelessness and indifference, 
and to a determination, by God’s j 


grace, to lay aside every weight and 
the sin which doth so easily beset us, 
and go forward with Christ into His 
harvest field.

Alaska 

This vast land of Alaska is a land 
of great material wealth, but spirit¬ 
ually, it is as poor as the proverbial 
church mouse. Little spiritual help 
has been received from the great 
“outside,” and that, together with the 
lack of its own Christian leadership, 
has left a black mark on Alaska. 

High schools are few and far be- 
tween. Many of our young people in' 
isolated places have no opportunity 
to continue their education beyond 
the eighth grade. To attend high 
school, the young people from Nak- 
nek, as well as from many other 
places, find it necessary to go to An¬ 
chorage or to the States. In Anchor¬ 
age they have to pay from $85 to $100 
a month for room and board. Very 
few can afford that. Instead they stay 
home, idle all year except for the 
short fishing season during the sum¬ 
mer. 

A Christian school, where young 
people can get an education plus a 
Christian background, at a reasonable 
price, seems to constitute the chal- 
lenge for us today. Dare we face so 
great a challenge? 

Prior to 1844 eleven religious de- 
nominations had established missions 
in Alaska. With the development of 
the Territorial and Federal school 
systems, there has been a gradual 
withdrawal of mission schools. The 
Presbyterians, Episcopalian, Catholic 
and Seventh Day Adventists still 
maintain such schools. Where are we 
(Lutherans)? 

One young lady, who spent part of 
the winter here in Naknek, told us 
that she had never attended school. 
She had been taught by her father at 
home, and, of course, there was much 
in her education that was lacking. She 
had never heard about the Bible. 
Christ was a foreign name to her, ex¬ 
cept as she had heard it numberless 
times in eursing. She attended our 
Services regularly, and after a Sun¬ 
day evening service she asked, “What 
can I do to be a Christian?” Had her 
father been a “native,” we would per¬ 
haps not have thought it strange that 
she had no Christian background, but 
such is not the case. As a young man, 
he left his home in Sweden, and came 
to this land of adventure to seek his 
fortune. Many of our stalwart Scan- 
dinavians came from Christian homes 
in the Old Country, but in their eager- 
ness to “make their stake” they have 
forgotten God. 

When we were discussing the work 
of the church here a few days ago, 
one of the men said, “It’s too bad that 
this work wasn’t started forty years 
ago. Now many of our young people 
have grown up, and they are lost to 
the church.’.’ 

The needs of the young people in 
Alaska ought to challenge Christians 
everywhere to pray, to give, and to 
go. Perhaps God is calling some of 
you Luther Ldaguers “to go.” Will 
you heed His call?

17 s. etter tref.—Luk. 14:1-11 

“For hver den seg selv ophøyer, 
skal fornedres, og den seg selv forned¬ 
rer, skal ophøyes.” Dette er slutten 
paa Jesu lignelse om ydmykhet som 
han talte til fariseerne. Han slutter 
paa samme maate minst to gange til. 
Det lyder nesten som et ordspraak— 
kort, fyndig, rammende, og samler 
som i en kort sum hovedlærdommen 
av det hele. Og ordet har festet seg 
hos disiplene. For i de apostoliske 
skrifter har vi gjenklangen i forskjel¬ 
lige vendinger, der vi alvaarlig for¬ 
manes til ydmykhet etter Jesu eksem¬ 
pel, han som “fornedret seg selv og 
ble lydig inntil døden, ja, korsets 
død.” Derav forstaar vi at formanin¬ 
gen til selvfornedrelse har grepet dem 
dypt,—maatte den ogsaa gripe oss. 

En vattersottig mann var like for 
Jesus da han kom inn i en av de 
øverste fariseeres hus for aa holde 
maaltid. Mannen led av en ødeleg¬ 
gende sykdom, men Jesus “tok” paa 
ham og helbredet ham. “Men Jesus 
fant hos gjestene i fariseerens hus en 
annen like saa farlig sykdom—hov¬ 
modet, selvophøyelsen, “da han la 
merke til hvorledes de valgte seg ut 
de øverste seter.” De holdt seg selv 
for aa være fortreffelige, aandelig 
frisk og sterk, slett ikke som andre 
mennesker. Men deres aandelige 
sundbet og styrke var bare et daar- 
ende skin, deres fortreffelighet en 
løgn. Det ser vi tydelig av deres for¬ 
hold under gjestebudet. De lurte paa 
Jesus fordi de hatet ham av et ondt 
hjerte. De hatet godheten, sannheten 
og kjærligheten! I hovmod og selv- 
syke søker de ut de |verste plasser ved 
bordet. “Vekk med de andre, plass 
for oss.” I hannhet—slik taler men¬ 
nesker som er den aandelige døds 
bytte. 

Men er ikke denne innstillingen 
ogsaa et rystende bilde paa hele men¬ 
neskeslekten—paa oss? Hva finner 
Jesus hos meg og deg—han som med 
sitt gjennomtrengende, omenn med- 
lidene blikk “legger merke til” oss 
som lever idag? Finner han aandelig 
vattersott? Hovmodet er grunnskaden 
fra det store fall. Vi er alle smittet av 
ham som ville gjøre seg selv til Gud. 
Derav kommer hovmodet—det hovne 
mot som søker seg selv i alt. Saa trak- 
anseelse. Blir her¬ 
skesyk, misunnelig, full av bitterhet j 
og fiendskap ved den minste forner- 
melse. Taler du sannhet, innbiller du 
deg aa være veldig “sannhetskjær¬ 
lig.” Gaar det deg godt, skriver du 
det paa din fortreffelighets regning. 
Gaar det deg imdt, saa knurrer du 


denne sak? Jo Visselig. 

Det er noget lignende Herren vil 
ha sagt menighetsforstanderen i Efe¬ 
sus. Las os se hvad vor Herre siger: 
Før var min person og mit selskrap 
det kjereste du visste. Da var det din 
legnesel og trang at ligge ved mine 
føtter som en fattig men benaadet 
synder og nyde frugten av mit ar¬ 
beide for dig. Da gledet du dig i syn¬ 
dernes forladelse med en uutsigelig 
glede og denne glede var din styrke 
under utøvelsen av dine første gjer¬ 
ninger.—Nu derimot er dine gjernin¬ 
ger for mig blit dig mest om at gjøre. 
Jeg so mdin brudgom forsoner og 
talsmand er nu ikke saa uundverlig og 
dyrebar lenger som da vi fandt hinan- 
den. Nei i din egen gudsfrygt, i dine 
egne gjerninger har du nu dit alt. 
Dette ligger i disse ord: “Men jeg har 
imot dig at du har forlatt din første 
kjerlighet. Kom derfor ihu hvad du 
er falden ifra.”

Kjære leser.—-stig ned fra dine inn¬ 
bilte høyseter og se deg selv i Jesu 
lys. Da vil du forstaa hvilken forfer¬ 
delig sjelesott du gaar og bærer paa, 
og at du trenger til helbredelse av 
Jesus hvis du skal unngaa selvophøy- 
elsens fornedrelse—den evige død. I 
sannhetens lys blir du hjelpeløs som 
den vattersottige og lenges etter hel¬ 
bredelse. 

Men da er ogsaa Jesu nær med sin 
frelse. Hans helbredende kraft i Or¬ 
det og sakramentene skal kjennes for 
deg som dengang Jesus tok paa den 
vattersottige og helbredet ham. 

I Jesu naades rene luft dør hov¬ 
modet. Og tilsist skal han si til deg, 
“Venn, sett deg høyere op.” Stig op 
fra jordens dunkle dal til de him¬ 
melske høgder, fra ditt smertefulle 
sykeleie, din alderdoms svakhet til 
hjemmet deroppe hvor Gud vil tørke 
bort hver taare.
